MR. DULLES:

The Director reiterated previous instructions that contacts with the 
press should initially be cleared with Colonel Grogan and in fact he 
should be used, where feasible, to make and/or arrange such contacts. 
Mr. Helms commented that in this particular case his people had just 
plain "goofed" and steps had been taken to ensure against a reoccur- 
rence. The Director noted he had also discussed this matter with 
George Aurell who now understands the procedure to be followed. 


b. Approved Sherman Kent's recommendation that 
meetings in the future be held in October, December, F ebruary, and 
May of each year. 
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GENERAL CABELL: 
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The Director noted that we had also received an invitation 
from Jerry Smith of the Policy Planning Staff to assign a qualified 
individual to that staff for a tour of duty. Mr. Sheldon commented 
in his opinion it would be better if we exchange officers between 
the Policy Planning Staff and the staff of the Board of National 
Estimates. This was agreed to provided Hugh Gumming is notified 
in advance and has no objection.
